SUBDIVIDE 


SEVEN HUNDRED 
ACRE 
RANCH 


ON SOUTHEAST OF CITY WILL 


BE CUT UP AN ONCE. 


Proprietor Has Placed Ranch in Hands 


of Engineers and Water 
Will 


be Developed. 


W. O. Williams and J. E. Strong of 


Los Angeles 
subdivision 
engineers, 


were in Covina yesterday afternoon 
making final arrangements 
for the 


subdivision of the 
Ti'.Ti-acre Higgius 


ranch, 
on the southeast of the city. 


Papers were signed on Wednesday af- 
ternoon by Leslie B. Riggins et al, 
authorizing the placing of this big 
ranch on the market at once, and the 
work of improvement will begin this 
coming week with the drilling of a 
well for the purpose of irrigating. 
The plans now call for a battery of 
wells that will pump into a set of 
reservoirs on the high Riggh.s hills. 
Between $5u.OOO and $75,000 is to be 
spent on the Riggins ranch during the 
next two months. 


The plan of subdividing this big 


ranch did not become known until 
yesterday, when the subdivision en- 
gineers arrived. The first thing to be 
done, according to Mr. Williams, who 
was seen yesterday just before he got 
into an automobile to start for the 
ranch, is to sink the wells, and the 
plans call for the first water unit from 
a well that will one of the largest 
ever put down in the valley. 


The first work of subdivision will 


begin this week on the lands facing 
the Pomona-Covina county road. This 
work will be under the supervision of 
Dave Unruh, who is well known in the 
Covina valley throngh his operations 
on the E. J. "Lucky" Baldwin, ranch. 
There will be' roads b'jilt, bridges; .set 
across dry arroyos, cement curbings 
and ornamental work done, and in one 
point, where Walnut creek flows a- 
cross the ranch, this stream will be 
dammed, and a lake will be made for 
useful as well as ornamental purposes. 
Mr. Unruh is known as one of the best 
hydraulic and civil engineers at work 
in Southern California. 
Mr. 
Unruh 


says that he has never seen such pos- 
sibilities for subdivision where the 
natural beauties lent themselves to 
the work of the practical as is the 
case in and among the hills and lomas 
of the Riggins ranch. 


The development or water on the 


Riggins 
ranch 
means 
that 
four 


hundred acres of citrus land will be 
added to the Covina district. This is 
a significant announcement, as the a- 
mpunt of citrus laud available around 
Covina has been narrowing clown to 
a very small margin. Nearly all the 
bare land suitable for citrus raising 
is already in bearing, or has been set 
out, and .the addition of several hun- 
dred more acres, through the develop- 
ment of water, is a news item of big 
consequence in the valley. 


Dave I'nruh, who is himself 
the 


owner of citrus property, spoke in 
high praise of the 
warm 
southern 


slope of the Riggins ranch. All of the 
land which the engineer intends to put 
on the market for orange and lemon 
orchards, has a southern 
exposure. 


The subdivision engineer spoke yes- 
terday of the big citrus nursery which 
has been established for some time 
adjoining the property, and said that 
these young shoots had not been af- 
fected in the least by any frost,. 


"If there is any district in Califor- 


nia absolutely 
free from frost, it is 


this southern slope of the Riggins 
ranch," said 
Mr. 
I'nruh yesterday. 


"This land is protected on all sides 
and the temperature is really warmer 
than it is in Covina, where it never 
gets cold enough to hurt oranges." 


Leslie H. Riggins, one of the owners 


of this big ranch, was with the party 
of engineers yesterday, but did not: 
have time to talk but l i t t l e about the 
big venture. He said that the propri- 
etors would be ready to outline the 
whole plan of subdivision in a few 
days. At present the engineers are 
working on a complete topographical 
map, 
showing every depression and 


contour in the ranch, and Mr. Kiggina 
stated that the ranch owners will be 
in a better position, to make a 
full 


announcement when the work is done.

Roosevelt dam, California people are 
pouring into the Salt River valley, and 
the time of tho present low prices 
short. 


"There will be a big opening at 


Mariette for men who have only a 
little eaptial, but who understand the 
orange and olive growing 
business. 


"The valley is the home of the early 


peach and apricot, both ripening three

Old Eagle Screamed 


There may, or may not, have been 


a hint of sarcasm in the introduction 
of Presiding Genius George Anderson, 
when he introduced State Senator Lee 
C. Gates in the Woman's Club House 
on Monday night, as the "silver- 
tongued orator of California." Since 
Bryan won this title through his fam- 
ous "Cross of Gold and Crown of 
Thorns" speech, the title has been 
hitched on to every budding orator 
who ever, single-handed, faced an au- 
dience. Lee C. Gates, as many know 
who have heard him speak in Covina, 
is a rapid-fire talker, interesting and 
bright, well-trained in the aris and 
foibles of the stump, but his rasping 
voice could never be truthfully said 
to pour out sweet and dulcet music. 


Gates gave a good talk before a 


handful of about forty-five people, who 
had gathered to hear his views In 
championship of the redoubtable Col- 
onel Roosevelt, the same Roosevelt 
who was buried deeply, and 'beaten to 
a frazzle" in the race for delegates in 
his own state of New York this week. 
Prominent in the reception of the 
speakers of the evening, was R. M. 
Douglass, a Fuente street rancher, who 
ia indefatigable in his championship 
of Roosevelt and free trade. About 
half of the audience was composed of 
Democrats. 


Senator Gates once more reminded 


the audience that he (Gates) was the 
author of the bill calling for initiative, 
referendum and recall in California, 
and that he was a two-handed fighter 
for the bill that gave the ladies the 
right to vpte. He said that the Roose- 
velt policies had died as soon as Taft 
succeeded to the chair still warm from 
Roosevelt's palpitating form. The sen- 
ator told of how he handled the cheer- 
ing in the vest auditorium in Los An- 
geles on the night they received the 
news that Taft had been elected, and 
how disappointed he had been (he said 
"we") when it was found that Taft 
was not a good step-father to all of 
Roosevelt's children. The senator also 
informed the audience that the citrus 
growers need not be afraid of losing 
the 
citrus tariff if Roosevelt * was 


made president, as they must all re-

for two terms, and during that time 
the citrus industry did not suffer. The 
senator did not explain, however, that 
Roosevelt, during his two terms, was 
surrounded by a solid contingent of

in with him a horde of Democrats and 
near-Democrats, all hungry for the 


! blood of the citrus tariff. 
| 
Senator Gates advised the Covina 


people to forswear their Taft gods 
and follow the new nationalism, which 
is an animal the doughty colonel found 
in Africa, to be known as the "Ele- 
phadonk," or a cross between an ele- 
phant and a dejected donkey. (Keep 
away from the railing, children). 


Senator Gates mentioned his hope 


that great things would come out of 
the direct primary, as this would give 
the people a chance to register their 
choice for president, and not allow 
the bosses to rule. He said that the 
direct primary was to be used for the 
first time in New York state, and hope 
that the people would rise up and 
make their wants known in no uncer- 
tain terms (which they did by voting 
three to one for Taft). 


J. T. McBeau, a Los Angeles politi- 


cian, in training for great things to be, 
came out with the senator, and tried 
out a few of his maiden efforts on the 
country audience. The Covina audi- 
ence was glad to hear Mr. McBean, as 
it harked them back to the good old 
days when we had those fine "Give 
me liberty or give me death" speech- 
es. Mr. McBean divided the North 
and South on the slavery question once 
more; marched long lines of boys and 
blue before the eyes of the audience, 
and waved the flag and set the eagle's 
feathers all awry. It was a speech 
that would have called forth thunder- 
ous applause at a Hibernian picnic, 
but in Covina it only awoke1 memories 
of those fair, found days when facts 
weren't used in 
political speeches. 


The meeting was held for the pur- 


pose of organizing a Roosevelt club, 
and all ranchers balieving in free 
trade are invited to join. 


Fighting; Hard For 


Cane Sugar Tariff 


In opposition to the measure now in 


congress to admit cane sugar from 
foreign 
tropical 
countries into the 


United States without duty, dozens of 
leading commercial bodies in Califor- 
nia, the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Sacramento Chamber 
of Commerce, have passed resolutions 
nrging support for the domestic indus- 
try as against the free importation of 
cane sugar. 


The beet sugar industry is rapidly 


-becoming one of the most important 
-agricultural industries^ < in California. 
There are approximately 108,000 acres 
planted to sugar beets in California 
and six millions of dollars are annual- 
ly distributed to California farmers 
by reason of the thriving home indus- 
try. In the last few years the beet 
sugar industry has grown at an extra- 
ordinary rate throughout the United 
States, and it is predicted that with- 
in ten years enough beets will be 
raised in this country to entirely sup- 
ply the needs of the nation. 


At the present time we are sending 


out to foreign lands over $100,000,000 
each year for 1,800,000 tons of cane 
sugar raised in tropical countries with 
tropical labor. 


How important the sugar industry 


has become to California and the Unit- 
ed States may be realized from the 
fact that from 1,080,000 tons oC sugar 
beets consumed in 1911, the farmers 
of California realized last year more 
than $6,000,000. 
f 
The fight against our domestic beet 


sugar industry began about three years 
ago and was initiated by one of the 
eastern cane sugar refineries. It took 
the shape of circulars placed in each 
package of sugar (to insure the cer- 
tainty of their reaching the eyes of 
the ultimate consumer), of press dis- 
•patches, and of ••petitions from a s'o- 
called association of jobbers and gro- 
cers, the entire expense being borne 
by the refining company that fathered 
the movement. 


This widespread literature announc- 


ed that the present duty on imported 
raw" cane sugar, which is $1.35 per 
100 pounds from Cuba, and' $1.685 
from all other foreign countries, was 
a continuing iniquity and if abolished 
the consuming public would obtain 
this necessity of life at a correspond- 
ingly lower cost and thereby save the 
$52,000,000 now collected by the gov- 
ernment from the importers, whicn 
indirect tax appears m the price paid 
by the final purchaser of the cane su- 
gar.

County Road Building. 


Chief engineer Joyner of the Los 


Angeles County Highway Commission 
has made suggestions to the board of 
supervisors regarding plans for main- 
penance, after the highways are com- 
pleted. 


There are more than 4000 miles of 


county roads in Los Angeles county 
to be maintained. At present, each su- 
pervisor is responsible for the roads 
In his district and he appoints a road 
i'oreman in each road district, who em- 
ploys workmen and supervises the de- 
tails of fixing roads. 


There i.s no central head, however, 


and no uniformity. 
Mr. Joyner be- 


lieves then- should be a chief engi- 
neer appointed tor all the roads in 
the county, under the- board of super- 
visors, and four highway superintend- 
ents, subject to the engineer. 


He would giv.- each superintendent 


jurisdiction over about luuu miles of 
highway, and under each supei inteiul- 
ent he would ha\V' foremen, each with 
from no to UMJ miles of road to keep 
up, the amount depending on the traf- 
fic to which the road is subjected. 


"The road foremen are the ones who 


actually will do the work, and they 
are most important units in the sys- 


tem," says Mr. Joyner. "They need to 
have a good practical knowledge of 
road building, they should take an in- 
terest in the work and we should have 
common honesty in it. 


"Human nature is much the same 


everywhere, and there is the .same 
trouble here that 1 found in' Massa- 
chusetts. Too many men are inclined 
to shirk on public work. I have found 


, many faithful men here on road work, 
but others are not so faithful to the 
public. They charge for eight hours' 
work, and really put in five or six, 
and they overcharge for their teams! 
We do not get the results from our 
road funds that we ought to on this 
account. 


"Common honesty and an interest 


in the work will do wonders in main- 
taining good roads." 


Fishermen Will Whip Stream of San 


Gabriel, As Season Opens For 


State On Monday. 


Up along the green, brawling San 


Gabriel, during the coming week, the 
fishermen will deftly cast line and fly 
into the flood, or will tangle it iii 
the underbrush, according to their in- 
dividual ability. 
The trout season 


opens on Monday. 


There have been 100,000 rainbow 


trout set free in the San Gabriel river 
by the state during the winter. The 
water is high now, and H. D. Briggs, 
manager of the Rincon camp, says 
that the fishing is fine—couldn't be 
better. Manager Briggs was in. Co- 
vina this week, and talked interesting- 
ly of the coming season in the canyon. 
He spoke of the twenty-six inch steel- 
head trout that was taken out near 
his camp last spring, weighing four 
pounds three ounces, a trout that has 
since^ reposed in a glass case in Dyas- 
Cline's place in Los Angeles, admired 
by embryo and seasoned fishermen 
alike, just as a student painter will 
gaze long at the painting of the Ma- 
donna. 


The winter has been a comparative- 


ly quiet one in the canyon, Mr. Briggs 
says. One small fire, up Prairie Forks 
way, which was put out by one rang- 
er, has been all that has occurred in 
the matter of fires, although the sea- 
son was very dry until late in the 
winter. Mr. Briggs believes that the 
United States government, the news- 
papers and the forest rangers, have 
educated the people to such an ex- 
tent that they are much more careful 
about building fires and leaving them 
to spread. 
And the vigorous manner 


in which such cases have been prose- 
cuted have had a very salutary ef- 
fect. The manager spoke of one'rain- 
storm recently, during which 
nine 


inches of water fell in thirty-six hours 
at Rincon camp. No snow has been 
seen there this year, and there is lit- 
tle snow on the back mountains he 
says. 


The manager is engaged in making 


a large number of improvements to 
tent-houses and buildings at the pop- 
ular resort.

RAILROAD'S DIRTY LINEN. 


A Unique 
Story as to the Methods 


Employed in Keeping Things 


Clean for the Public. 


How would you like to wash an av- 


erage of 1000.000 napkins each month 
of the year, -Mrs. Housekeeper? How 
would you like to launder the same 
number of 
dish cloths every thirty 


days? 
If you had to launder 40,000 


table cloths each month—which in- 
cludes starchini:; and ironing—wouldn't 
you be prelty tired at the end of each 
day's work, especially if you mid to 
keep all this linen in repair? 


Care of the table linen is just one 


small item that has to be attended to 
by ihe dining car department of the 
Southern Pacific Company. An aver- 
age of 3lf.,000 pieces of linen are laun- 
dered each month in this department 
of the railroad, and each piece is care- 
fully gone over by the inspectors in 
order to detect 
tears, or pieces that 


are beginning to show wear. At the 
commissary department of tlie South- 
ern Pacific at Oakland, 
California, 


there is maintained a linen repair 
room, where thousands of napkins, 
table-cloths, dish towels, cooks and 
waiters' aprons, etc., have to be kept 
in perfect condition all of the time. 
Fourteen electrically operated sewing, 
machines are running steadily eight j 
hours of every six week days." These i 
machines have been so constructed I 
that a hole in a piece of table linen 
can be darned so well that it is some- 
times impossible to detect the stitch- 
es from the original weave. 


Every piece of soiled linen, as it is 


brought in from a trip, is counted. 
It is again counted when it goes to 
to laundry and another careful count 
and inspection takes place when it 
is returned. Women do all of this 
work. A majority of the women em- 
ployees who handle this linen were, 
dependent 
upon 
railroad men 
who 1 


aave been maimed or killed in the; 
railroad service and the Southern Pa-! 
tide m employing the women for this 
work, gives preference to the depend- 
ent relatives of those men who have 
been injured or killed in the service.

Cleveland's Political Foe Won After 


His Friends Had Failed. 


Soon after Mr. Cleveland entered the 


White House in 18.85 Vice President 
Hendricks died at his home in Indian- 
apolis, and the president made ar- 
rangements to attend 
the 
funeral. 


Many of his social intimates and all 
his official advisers united in an en"ort 
to dissuade him from making this 
twenty hour journey, enlarging on the 
manifold risks of rail travel at all 
times and the special opportunity this 
would offer some fanatic to assassinate 
hltn. But he remained immovable un- 
til within a few hours of the time set 
for closing up his business he received' 
an unexpected call from Senator Ed- 
munds of Vermont. 


Mr. Edmunds was the leader of the 


Republican side of the senate and was 
understood to have in preparation sev- 
eral measures of opposition to the an- 
nounced policies of the new adminis- 
tration. But he was also and above all 
else an American' citizen and a patriot, 
and his visit to his political foe .was 
made in that character. 
In a conver- 


sation of less than half an hour, in 
which he drew the curtain over all dif- 
ferences and disregarded 
all empty 


formalities of intercourse, he laid be- 
fore the president in the clear terms 
and logical order in which he knew so 
well how to express himself the larger 
aspects of the situation. 


As the presidential succession law 


then stood the speaker of the house 
of representatives stood next in line 
to the vice president, and next to him 
came the president pro teuipore of the 
senate. The house not having organiz- 
ed since the inauguration, no speaker 
had been elected, and. the senate hav- 
ing failed at its special session to 
choose n president pro ternpore to 
serve during the recess, only one life— 
that of the president himself—stood be- 
tween the nation and administrative 
anarchy; hence, argued Mr. Edmunds, 
it was Mr. Cleveland's duty to forego 
every other consideration and invite 
no chances of throwing upon the coun- 
try they both loved a strain such as it 
had never been subjected to before. 


The writer of these lines was seated 


in the next room while this visit was 
in progress, and he will never forget 
the president's expression of satisfac- 
tion on coming out of his office after 
the senator had gone. He gave orders 
at once that all preparations for his 
journey should be suspended and de- 
clared that nothing that had occurred 
.since he entered the White House had 
so touched him as the kind solicitude 
shown by Mr. Edmunds about his ex- 
posing himself to any peril now. 
The 


others who had reasoned with him on 
the subject were men who were pre- 
sumptively friendly and whose chief 
anxiety seemed to be lest he should 
suffer some injury to his individual 
person or fortunes. 
But here was a 


man who, as' far as politics was con- 
cerned, was a hostile of hostiles, yet 
who appealed to him in behalf of the 
American people and their govern- 
ment. 


"That settled it," Mr. Cleveland con- 


cluded as he turned to go back to his 
office. 
"After 
what Edmunds said 


there can be no further question of 
where my highest obligation lies."— 
F. E. L. in New York Post.

"The Georpre Junior Republic at Chino 
is exactly the same as any small city 
or village in the United Stat.op. thl- 
only differenece being that the citi- 
zens vote when they are sixteen, in- 
stead of waiting until twenty-one." 


In this sentence, William George, 


known 
everywhere 
in 
the United 


States 
and 
England 
as 
"Daddy" 


George, the founder of the republics 
throughout the country, summed up 
the status of the republic, at Chino, 
and gave hi& hearers in tlie Covina 
union high school auditorium on Wed- 
nesday night a clear idea of what Is 
being done for some of the wayward 
boys of the world. The floor of the 
big auditorium was well filled with 
people. 


Before Mr. George began his .speech, 


President Mrs. J. .1. Morgan of the 
Monday Afternoon club, under whose 
auspices the speakers appeared, gave 
the Junior Republic founder an intro- 
duction in which praise of him was 
well expressed. 


"The republic is not a reformatory," 


said Mr. George. 
"People have erro- 


neously gained this impression. I am 
opposed to reform schools. They 1:0 
not. 
reform. 
They destroy responsi- 


bility. 
The boys who are sent to 


those .schools are all heroes In their 
ijwn minds. They are cared for, fed 
and clothed from 
the outside, and 


when they graduate they hnve less j 
•idea of personal responsibility than 
when thej go in. In the republic, wn 
started in to take only the poor chil- 
dren of New York. 
After the repub- 


lic had been running but a short, time 
I found that the toughest, from the 
New York slums made the best citi- 
zens and for a lime I actually made 
badness one of the entrance require- 
ments. 
ThiH began to give the re- 


public the name of a reformatory. 
With the reformatory in mind some 
of the rich parents with sons that, 
were bothering them asked that, they 
be allowed to place their sons in 
the republic. 
I arranged 
for this, 


Charging by a sliding scale according 
to the wealth of the parent. 
The 


fact that the republic was becoming 
known as a reformatory bothered rne, 
so I finally decided that the very good 
or the very bad could enter, it made 
no difference, but they must be some- 
thing. 


"The republic is a village with just 


such a city government as you have 
in Covina. But the laws are made 
by the boys and girls themselves. The 
superintendent has no authority in the 
community except as an agent, be- 
tween the outside and the village. 


There are 
HOO acres in the republic 


and more than 40 buildings. 
The 


boys and girls who come to the re- 
public are good and bad. They become 
citizens at the age of 16. There is a 
period in the lives of most boys be- 
tween 1R and 21 when they sow their 
wild oats. 
The better able their par- 


ents to provide for them, the less 
responsibility they have themselves. 
But when they enter the republic, 
they cease to worship the daredevil; 
they must either work or starve. The 
citizens themselves 
regulate wrong- 


doers and the boys and girls who are 
thrown on their own resources, who 
have to hustle to provide for them- 
selves soon realize the responsibilities 
that are thrust upon them." 


Mr. George worked out his plans 


with the idea that a boy of 10 is fit 
to be a citizen. In time of peace he 
is an infant. 
In war time the nation 


recognizes him as a soldier and If 
necessary drafts him into service. The 
great battles of the war were fought 
by soldiers under 21. 


"The whole thing is really so sim- 


ple," said the founder of the republic, 
"that I sometimes feel like a fakir for 
receiving what notoriety I have gotten 
out of starting it. You see it was just 
the fart that there was nothing in it 
which the citizens themselves did not 
do, that made it a success. 
The boys 


and girls arc the ones who have made 
the republic. 
TJiey have made the 


laws and enforced them. 
You see it. 


is really so very simple."

Riverside has demonstrated that it | 


can successfully operate a municipal- 
ly owned public utility, and not only 
give its people excellent service, but, 
operate the utility at a profit as well. 
This it has done and is doing in the 
operation of the city's electric light 
plant, which is a notable example'of 
a public utility operated on strictly 
business lines. 


The city electric light plant was es- 


tablished in 18!t,j, when bonds \verc 
voted for the sum of $40;000. For addi- 
tional equipment about $6000 net was 
added from the general fund from time 
to time until 1900, at which time a | 
shortage in the water supply resulted 
in the electric current furnished the 
i-ity being uncertain and unsatisfac- 
tory. To obviate this diflk-iilty the 
city again voted $40,01)0 for a s'toam 
plant, the principal features of which 
were t.'.v o 2,~>0 horsepower Corliss en- 
gines. two generators. 
To accommo- 


date this increased plant the building 
housing the plant was extended and 
minor improvements made. 
Outside 


of these investments the extensions 
and improvements to the plant have 
all been made from its income. 


The total investment has reached 


the rather imposing figures of ?400,- 
000 without figuring depreciation. The 
sum of $33,000 has been put up by 
consumers for electric lines and orna- 
mental lighting systems. 
A total of 


nearly $125,000 has thus been put into 
the plant by the city and its custom- 
ers, and $275,000 has gone back into 
the plant from its own earnings. The 
plant is paying tho bonds and inter- 
est on bonds to the amount of $4500' 
a year. Under the terms of the bond 
issue, the bonds were to have been 
paid off from funds raised by a city 
tax levy, but so profitable has the 
plant proved in recent years that In- 


stead it has paid the bonds and inter- 
est from its profits. 


One unique feature in the operation 


of the plant is that five per cent of the 
value of the plant is each year set 
apart as a sinking fund to provide for 
the replacement of the plant as it 
wears out or as more modern equip- 
ment is invented. This sum, which Is 
placed at Interest, has now reached 
$40,000.

In this connection it should be stat- 


ed that the city pays the plant for all 
street lighting, about $10,000 annual- 
ly, which is charged at about cost or 
less: 


The earnings of the plant are be- 


ing constantly invested in new equip- 
ment and lines. 


There are 3600 consumers and near- 


j ly 64,000 incandescent and 65 arc lights 
are in use in the city. 


Rates for electric lights and power 


range from nine cents per kilowatt 
for lights to small consumers to 1% 
cents for power used for pumping wa- 
ter. 
The average price for all cur- 


rent sold to private users and to the 
city Is 3.8 cents per kilowatt. 


The electric light plant is managed 


by a board of public utilities appoint- 
ed by the mayor. The present board 
! is composed of W. W. Phelps, T. F.

ous means of combating them. Once 
all sailors carried black bandied knives, 
which the monster was believed to 
hold In special abhorrence. 


When a spout made Its appearance 


these knives were produced and point- 
ed In Its direction, waved In the air so 
as to make the sign of the cross or. ac- 
cording to th'» recommendation of cer- 
tain contemporary authorities, driven 
several times into the side of the sbJp.

were recited 
aa 
charms 


against waterspouts. 


A loud noise of any kind was also 


believed to be efficacious against them 
—shouts, the clash of swords, tbe beat- 
ing of drums and gongs, etc. The cn«- 
tom of firing cannon against water- 
npouts, says the Scientific American, 
datea back at least as far as the six 
teemh century. The original Ideu ap 
pears to have been to frighten them 
away by the noise of the report, but in 
the later times It was believed that the 
watery column could be cut in twain 
by tbe cannon ball and the spout thus 
dissipated. It would be interesting to 
know whether the cannonading of wa- 
terspouts IB still sometimes practiced. 
It was certainly common much less 
than a century ago. It Is hardly nec- 
essary to say that it Is entirely futile.
